is not “at present” planning manned 
flights to the moon seems to have 
stirred up some rather odd re- 
actions in the United States. 

a i a_ strong body of 
American opinion, both scientific 
and non-scientific, holds that the 
United States plan to put a man on 
‘the moon by 1970 is designed more 
for prestige than Scientific purposes, 
top administration officials report- 
edly reacted to the Khrushchev 
announcement by saying it had 
strengthened America’s desire to go 
ahead. The director of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion declared the American effort 
should go ahead—independently— of 
any action Russia might take. 

Another official felt that 
Khrushchev’s statement was simply 
a “strategic move” by the Russians 
to capitalize on the fact that Ameri- 
can public support for the program 
has n slackening. 

But in all this early reaction 
there- was no affirmation that the“ 
moon program—which will cost $20 
billions or more—is a worthwhile 
effort from the scientific standpoint. 

It is generally agreed that the 
decision announced by Khrushchey 
—and bearing in mind that he said 
“at present” they had given up the
